London, July 5—The passing of an- 


other day with no news of the missing 
boats of the ill-fated steamer Norge 
lessens the hope that few more out 
of the long list of victims might have 
been counted among the survivors. A 
search of the neighboring waters will, 
however, be prosecuted until the last 
hope has gone. 


The Danish government and 
the 
steamship company have sent out a 
steamship to search the seas for boats 
and the vessel will visit all islands 
within a possible radius. 
Those res- 


cued at Gnmsby and Stornoway, who 
have gone through a terrible experi- 
ence, believe there is little ground for 
hope unless an outgoing- vessel should 
have picked up one or more of the 
boats or unless the survivors 
have 


landed at St. Kilda and 
Flannan 
Islands.

WEEK FAVORS CORN CROP

FRUIT EXCEPT BERRIES SHORT. 


Springfield, July 5—Special to The 


Herald—The weekly crop report of the 
of the Illinois section of the weather- 
bureau gives the prospect for corn and 
oats generally as encouraging', although 
in certain sections the; conditions are 
unfavorable. A good crop of wheat is 
lieing harvested In some parts of the 
central and southern sections. Mead- 
ows are in fine condition but the fruit 
outlook except for berries is poor. The 
report says: 


Local showers occurred during the 


week in some localities of the northern 
district, but the rainfall in that section 
was generally deficient.. In the central 
district the ralnfal was sufficient ami 
well distributed, and in most parts of 
the southern it was copious. In portions 
of McIIenry, DeKalb and Ogle counties, 
fruit and other crops sustained some 
damage from hailstorms. The temper- 
iturc was considerably below normal, 
with very cool nights. 


The week was generally favorable for 


fanning operations, 
except 
in the 


southern district, whore heavy rains 
interfered.
